Edward R. Welles, 
Pishop-elect of the Diocese of Wisconsin, and 
George F. Seymour, Bishop-elect of the Diocese 
of Lilinoiw, and that they had found that aii the 
rales and canons had been complied 
with.

Secrion 1, The elevation of the elements in the 
Moly Communion ie such manner as to expose them 
tothe view of the people as obiects toward which 
adoratio is to he made on orafterthe prayer of con- 
secratiun, or in the act of administering, or in carry- 


ing them to or from the communicants: how- 
ings, crossinef, genifiections, prostrationa, 
reverence, bowing cown upon or kissing 
the Lord’s table, and kneeling, except as 


provided for or directed by the rubric or canon, and 
any gesture, posture, or act impiying such adoration, 
and any céremony not prescribed as part of the order 
for the administration of the Lord’s Supper, or Holy 
Communion ; likewise the use at any administration 
of the Holy Communion of any bymns, pravers, col- 
lets, epistles, or gospels other than those appointed 
in the authorized formula of the Church, are hereby 
ferbidden. 

Sec. 2. In all matters pertaining to public worship 
of the Church to the o:nament, arrangement, and ap- 
pointments of the Holy table, and in everything con- 
nected with ritualin the performance of Divine ser- 
vice, including vestments to be used, about which 
there is no specific direction in the Book of 
Common Prayer, or offices and ordinal thereto 
appended, or in any legisiation, general or dioceran, 
of this Church, the admonition or judgment of the 
Bishops of any diocese, given in writing, shall be re- 
garded as binding, to be followed and obeyed by every 
minister of that uiocere. 

The resolution was referred to the Committee 
on Canons. 

Several other resolutions were presented 
looking to legisiatlog for the prohibition of 
Ritualietic forms and practices, includiug a long 
memorial from the Diocese of Virgima. ‘These 
were referred to the same Committee.

Ward Meetings. 


THE CANDIDATES. 

The meteuric shower of candidates for posi- 

tions on the several ‘* tickets” that are suppored 

to represent the public feeling of Cook County 
still continues. 

IN THE CONGRESSIONAL FIELD 
there are some new “‘entries,” on the Republic- 
an side, the old eampaigners not having the 
course, as they thonght they would. entirely to 
themselves. This spirit of competition 15 espe- 
cially.manifested in the First’ District, where 
Jobn B. Rice started with everything apparently 
wm his favor. Arthur Dixon, whose aspirations 
for aseat at Washington have been noticed 
hitherto, is now reported a6 the strongest man 
on the Répubtican side. Jobn C. Dore has 
‘been favorably spoken of, but it is 
thought that be will not be ‘able to compete in 
the matter of working up the primaries, though 
his fitness is fully recognized. C. M. Culbert- 
gon, the pork-packer, is also among the * talked- 
of” candidates. It is doubtful whether he could 
be indueed torun. Mr. Sidney Smith, who is 
really the most cligible man of all those men- 
tioned, is not in love with polilics, and abhors 
the turmoil of a canvass. His name upon the 
ticket would be a source of strength 
to the Republican party which the leaders 
thereof cannot ignore; but it is 
very much doubted whether Mr. Smith could be 
nominated, especially as Dixon is working most 
assiduously tS control the primaries, and knows 
afi about the minutie of political campaining. 
Dixon knows everybody, and his friends confi- 
dently assert that he can beat any of the 
other eandidates wamed for the nom 
nation. Meanwhile Farwell, @ is re- 
ported, is doing all he can to weaken 
Dixon and drive bim from the field. It is said 
that the Shrievalty has been offered him, as the 
Republicans wish to have him on their ticket for 
gome office, im order to catch the Irish vote, but 
thie Dixon has declined. He does not want the 
Sheriff’s office. He has morey enough, and he 
is after honor now. Therefore, the chances are 
that Mr. Dixon will refuse to be purchased off 
er scared off, and will succeed in carrying the 
pomination, 

MR. JONN B. RICE. 
A meeting of leading Republicans was held 


Friday afternoon, at which the Congres- 
evel situation in the First District 
was earnestiy 


diecussed. Mesars. Farwell, 
McArthur, Ham, Palmer, Ward, and others were 
nt. The claims of Dixon, Rice, Dore, 
Emith, and Cnuibertson were debated, tnt the 
name of John B. Rice was most prominently 
ioned. There was a desire to know, how- 
ever, whether he would make anv effort to carry 
the pmmaries, the opinion being that, if> he did 
not, somebody elze ought to be put on the track 
to beat Dixom in the Convention. A committee 
was appointed to wait on Mr. Rice to ascertain 
bis views in regard to this matter. His answer 
was that he bad wever yet solicited a 
nomination, or made any personal effort, 
or entered into any bargains to secure a 
nomination, and that he would not begin this 
kind of work now. He stated that during the 
las: session of Congress the Republican Central 
Committee waote to him to ask if he would be a 
eandidate for re-election. He sent a reply in 
which he stated that if his friends desired it he 
would be a candidate, and he stood by that an- 
swer now. He would, however, have nothing to 
do with the caucus system, and would expend 
no money to control the primaries. He did not 
believe in that kind of business, but was willing 
to make the run if ihe nomination were tendered 
him. 
The candidates generally were invited to at- 
tend the meeting, so that there might be some 
tanding arrived at. I+ was expected that 
some of the candidates—Dixon, for example— 
might be induced to ** haul off” in favor of Rice, 
but there was a markedabsen-e of the parties in- 
vited, especially of Dixon, who ts not golug to 
compromise in any shape. 
MR. J. D. WARD, 
on the West Side, is opposed by such friends as 
John A. Logan can call hisown, and they are not 
over numerous. Some of the leaders of the par- 
ty are looking around for some other man, and, 
if they can find him before tbe 17th, Mr. Jasper 
D. Ward may be left out inthe cold. Some of 
the Republicans think that anewman would 
have little trouble in leaving Mr, Carter H. Har- 
rison where he was left in the campaign of 1572; 
but others also feel, in their inmost hearts, that 
Mr, J. D. Ward is the standard-bearer that 
should be selected to carry ihe Republican flag 
to undoubted victory. Whatthe result will be 
remaius to be secn. 
An effort is being made to unite all opposition 
the Hon. J. D. Ward upon Gen. Martin 
Beem, a popular young lawyer and public speak- 
er, whose friends claim for him a gocd civil, po- 
litical, and military record, and think he would 
make a better race for Congress against Carter 
H. Harrison than an older aud more aséailable 
politician. 
As for the Third District, 
CHARLEY FARWELL 
is the almost univereal choice of the small but 
audacious Republican body in that section. He 
will undoubtedly secure ithe nomination, but the 
friends of Le Moyne are coufident that Charley 
will be elected to stay at home this time. 
THE SCRAMBLE FOR THE SHRIEVALTY 
is about as confused asever. None of the can- 
tes alrealy announced have withdrawn, ex- 
cept Capt. Jack Harrington, who has retired in 
favor of Col. Owen Stuart, on the Repub- 
lican side, but who is now a can- 
didate for Coroner in the same district. 
The situation is so mixed thatit is utterly im- 
ble to arrive at any conclusion relative to 
which the aspirants shall secure the nomination. 
As for primary elections, they area fraud anda 
humbug, and no more indicate the will of re- 
citizens than would a gathering of Co- 
. manche Indians out on the plains. They are 
corrupt to begin with, five out of every six of 
the usually elected being bummers of 
the very worst class. The saloon-keepers avtu- 
ally contro] the primaries, and, while they do, 
nothing good can be expected from them. Be- 
fore such a constituency, the nomination of can- 
didates inust always continue a question of mon- 
ey rather than of merit. Taking this view of the 
matter, menvy of the most promment 
candidates for the office of Sheriff have express- 
ed a willingness to have the whole thing settled 
by the ium of a committee, which would ba 
far more likely to act with pure motives than a 
convention of rowdy-delegates, elected by the 
votes of the very lowest class of persons in the 
community. In fact, so low have primary 
elections fallen that no decent man of any na- 
tionality will’ even venture to attend them, so 
that the ruffian element can manage everything 
in its own interest. 
THE LEGISLATURE. 
The matter of Republican Senators and leg- 
’ stators is wrapped in infinite mist. It is hardly 
possible to induce any respectable man to accent 
either office, but the Repubiicans, having been 
warned by the recent miserable failure of the 
People’s Conventicn in that line will, doubtless, 
be more careful in making their selectious.

he bad a reverence for the old Republican 
party, but it certainly needed weeding out; it 
was composed of demagsgues who were at- 
tempting to govern it, He thought the eternal 
patching, fixtug, squirming, and worming about, 
m extending the fire-hmits of the city, a farce. 
Mr. Gage, the speaker, or some otber capitalist, 
should protest against such outrageous legisla- 
tion by the Common Council. He closed his re- 
marks by announcing that he would support any

they might nominate. 

A gentleman named Hatheway then addressed 
the cinb at some length. He said he voted for 
William Henry Harrison; bad always voted the 
Whig ticket during the lifetime of that honored 
party. Since the organization of te Republican 
party he had supported their nominees for office, 
but as the party now existed he was done with 
it.—a rotten, corrupt, and contemptible organiza- 
tion. Mr. Hatheway was personal in his remarks 
to Mr. George W. Gage, and became very much 
excited during the delivery of his speech, which 
evidently created considerable consternation in 
the ranks. At the close of Mr. Hatheway’s re- 
marks, a motion was immediately made to 
adjourn, which waa carried.

J. C. Dore, said that the meeting was a re- 
markable one. He regarded it as a hopeful 
sign to see #0 Many respectablo solid men as- 
sembled at what may be known as primary 
meetings. It has been inthe past, because of 
the absence of such men, that unworthy, and un- 
fitted, and unqualified men got into office. Now 
it 1s clear to anv one that the city affairs are in a 
deplorable condition, and the solid men of the 
community are a great deal to blame for it be- 
cause of their laxity and their want of interest 
in city politics. Our city charter is very 
complex, and it is im many Cases 
next to impossible to tell what 
the lawie. This statement he made upon the 
authority of the City Counsel. The Revenue 
bill would never have been passed if Cook 
County had sent the proper men to the Legisla- 
ture. in our City Government, the best minds 
think that it is a mistake to have so many Boards, 
and that centralized authority is the most appro- 
priate form of authority. Politics is becoming 
a matter of business, and commercial men will 
find it vastly to their interest to give ag much 
of their time to studving the problems that 
politics suggest. He bad heard = that 
the City and County Governments can 
be managed at a reduction of 50 per 
cent on the present expenses. He thought the 
remedy forthe bad conditiou of affairs lay in 
sending a united bodyof men to the Legislature, 
and it was therefore incumbent upon the busi- 
ness men of Chicago to see that onty the fittest 
men ehall be put in nomination for both city and 
county offices. ; 

J. H. Clough, County Commissioner, modestly 
declared that he was no speaker. Nevertheless, 
he was at heartin harmony with Mr. Dore in 
the opinion that only honest and capable men 
should be chosen by the Republican party, 
which is the only party which is able 
to redeem the city from. its present 
deplorable condition. In that . party there are 
more honorable and more capable men than in 
the so-called Opposition party. He considered 
it to be of more importance to send honest men 


than as to the persons to be sent to Springfield. 

J.C. Dore again spoke as to the city and coun- 
ty taxation. In New York, 8t. Louis, Boston, 
and eisewhere, the cities and counties are con- 
eolidated. Why should not the same system be 
introduced here, abolishing this township taxa- 
tion? There ought to be some limit to taxation 
but he was not prepared to say how that limit 
should be fixed, especially while we have 
such uncertain men to deal with. He 
favored two Boards for the transaction 
of municipal affairs,:so that financial measures 
should be approved by the second Board before 
it could become law.

Greeley’s shoes, 

Mr. Buell disclaimed any intention to cast re- 
flection upon Mr. Dore’s action.

Mr. Dore—1 never left it ; that’s the correction 
I wished to make. 

Mr. Buell regarded the meeting as a revival

Judge Dunulevy, late of Ohio, had become 
lately very much interested in the state of poii- 
tics here.

Informal Celebration of the Opening 
of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad. 


The opening of the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road was informally celebrated yesterday after- 
noon, by an excursion to South Chicago. The 
excursion was for inyited guests only, and the 
gathering was unusual in its character, calling 
together, as it did, about fifty of the oldest and 
most substantial citizens of Chicago. Such men 
as William B. Ogden, who might almost be called 
the Father of the City, and Gurdon S. Hubbard, 
one of our oldest citizens, were of the party. 

THE EVENT CELEARATED 
yesterday was ope of immense importance 
and incalculable benefit, not only to Chicago, 
but to the whole Northwest, The opening of 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railway brings to Chicago 
all the advantages of cheap and rapid trans- 
portation to the seaboard. Its terminal facili- 
ties at Baitimore are far in adyance of those fur- 
nished in New York. The detention last winter 
to grain in transit between Chicago and New 
York, via the New York Central and Ene IKail- 
ways, sometimes amounted to thirty and forty 
days. In fBaltimore the grain contents 
of cars of the Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad are promptly unloaded into 
elevators, and, as a wuatural consequence, the 
shipper receives quicker returns. Then, too, the 
new route 1s almost a direct line. Its length is 
833 miles to ite terminal point at Baltimore, and 
will be owned and operated entirely by the B. & 
O. Company. The newly-built portion of the road 
is 262 miles in length, connecting with the main 
line at Chicago Junction, O., about 20 miles 
south of Sandusky. Freight trains will com- 
mence running regularly on the Ist of Novem- 
ber, a gap of about 7 miles remaining incom- 
plete. F

Her citizens have with persevering pertinacity 
overcome every obstacle that obstructed their 
highway to prosperity until with her 10 miles of 
graded streets, her fine harbor and her manufac- 
tories, she ia rapidly growing in importance and 
wealth. If the Baltimore & Ohio Road will 
put in one or tivo stations between the junction 
and the river, all the intervening country will 
soon be teeming with a busy population. 
FESTIVITIES. 

After a short ride up the river, on the tur 
Beile Chase, the party adjourned tothe elegant 
hotei owned by the Town Company, and presid- 
ed over by Mra. Tiffany. A bounteous lunch 
was soon spreadand disposed of to the music

TYNE OLDEST CITIZEN OF CHICAGO. 
Hubbard, in response, alluded to 
his first arrival in Chicago fifty-six 
years ago, and related some _ interesting 
reminiscences of his early experience here, 
and said that while he hadin former times hoped 
to live to see Chicago a city of 3,000 or 4,000 pop- 
lation, he never dreamed of the prond eminence 
to which she has risen. He thought the time 
not far distant when South Chicago and Chicago 
proper would all be one; that Chicago ought to 
have been located where Calumet now is. He 
closed by complimenting the people on their en- 
gy aud perseverance, aud tendering them his 
best wishes, 

Ss. H. KERFOOT, 
being loudly called for, said he gladly bore testi- 
mony to the success of the efiorts put forth to 
build up South Chicago, and to-day she was 
flourishing like a green bay tree and blossoming 
asthe rose, Amid the utmost good feeling the 
party adjourned to the train. 

GOV. BROSS 

being loudly for, spoke as follows: « 

The Northwest has been led to expect great advan- 
tages from the opening of the Baitimore & Ohio Rail- 
way. Even during the present year of grace 1874, a 
very great eaving has been realized to the people—more, 
probably, than they have been able to appreciate. The 
managers of the railway lines to the seaboard have for 
years had a momopoly of the travel and irnilic, and 
have, both directiy and indirectly, practiced extor- 
tious which bad become well nigh unendurable. The 
Directors of the New York Central have watered its 
stock again and again, till the 8 per cent it now divides 
on its nominal vaiue probably realizes 40 to 
60 per cent on its actual cost, Jim Fisk 
and Jay Gould issved millions on millions 
of bonds, and stole the proceeds and the earnings of 
the road for years as well, so that it has long been 
obliged to accept the highest ra‘tes dictated by its rivals 
in order that it might be kept in tolerable running or- 
der, On these lines, winter freights, previous to the 
last, bave, on corn and wheat to the seaboard, averaged 
about 39 cents, About the beginning of the year, the 
Baltimore & Ohio, opening its lin to this city over the 
lilinois Central and perhaps some others, put down 
freights to an average of 24 to 27 cents. The compet- 
ing roeds were forced to make the same figures, and 
the resuit was a steady flow of an immense amount of 
cere.ls and other products eastward during the entire 
winter, The saving to our people was from 12 to 15 
cents per bushel, 

But the benefit to the West from the opening of the 
Baliimore & Ohio Railway did not stop with the 
winter’s business, So great had been the drain made 
by the low freighte on the vast amounts of grain in 
store in the barns and warehouses ot the West, that, 
when lake navigation opened, shippers found it tmpos- 
sible to secure cargoes at anything like the old figures. 
Prices soon settled down till the average price of 
freights for corn and wheat to Buffalo will probably be 
found for the season to be below 4 cents, reights by 
canal for similar reasons sank down to 10 cents east 
of Buffalo. So that an average of 14 to 16 cents will 
probably cover the price of freigfits for the s in 
corn and wheat between Chicago and New York—a 
lower figure than any One dared to hope for till after 
ihe enlargement of tho Welland and St. Lawrence 
Canals was compieted., 

The average summer freights by canal and lake had, 
previous to the present year, been 20 to 23 cents, The 
summer freights on grain bave, therefore, been re- 
duced by the competition of the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
way at least 6 cents per busbe), and the winter from 
121015 cents, Ovr siiipments of cereals eastwerd 
last vear were 01,587,082 buehele; bai, to be on the 
safe side, take them wt 80,000,000 for this year. A gav- 
ing of cnly 5 cents per busheion that amount would 
put into the pockets of the Western peopie $5,400,000— 
astm eurely that should make us exceedingly grateful 
for the cornpetition which tive road has given us. If

REMARKS OF WILLIAM PB. OGDEN. 

In response to loud calls, William B. Ogdgn 
appeared, aud said he came as a looker-on, and 
almost as a stranger in this new Chicago. He 
was not, however, an indifferent spectator of 
things which were intended for Chicago's ad- 
vantage. He was not indifferent to the Balti- 
more & Ono Railroad, and the vast advantage 
it would be to Chicago. Great changes were 
coming henceforth of great importance to Chi- 
cago, whieh to him were @ souree of pride. In 
alluding to the important commercial interests 
of Chicago, he said nearly every railroad we 
have has come to wus reaching out for 
our business, and have come, too, without mueh 
cost to us. When Now York begins to 
suffer by losing our shimoments, and sees 
them go, on the north to Montreal via the St. 
Lawrence Canal, and on the south to Baltimore, 
she will awake to the importance of reaching 
out for our trade. Nothing but a severe knock- 
ing on the heads of these New Yorkers will bring 
them to their senses and induce them to give to 
Chicago better shipping facilities. New York 
ought to extend the Hudson River to Lake Erie 
if she wants our trade and commerce. Chicago 
must stop asking, and use the power she has to 
force New York to terms. 

The train here started and Mr. Ogden was 
obliged to close. His speech was warmly applaud- 
ed throughout, and was very attentively listened

Obio Railroad, and each other. All united in 
giving great praise and credit to Col. Bowen for 
his successful efforts to build up a flourishing

Q.—Do you snow whether Farwell played 
faro? A.--Yos, sir. 

Q.—He did play faro? A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.-—-Did Maher play at that? A.—Yes, sir. 

\.—At that timo? A.—Yos, sir. I thiok I 
have seen hhiim ;lay—I know I have,—l cant 
assign anv particolar timo.

Deposition of Micbae! Turney, taken on behalf 
of complainant before T. 8.

Direct Bxamination—By Mr. Caulfield—Ques- 
tion—W hai 18 vour age, occupation, and 
residence? Ansver—My rameis Michasl Tur- 
ney, 44 years of age. I am living at Evanston at 
present. Real estate agent. 

Q.—Has your residence ever been in Chicago ? 
A.— Yes, sir; | have always lived here,—I mean 
sipce 1850. 

().—Ave you acquainted with Hugh Mabere if 
s0,how long Lave you known him, and bow 
weil? A.—Yee, sir; 1 suppose fifteen or sixteen 
yoars: kuow him pretty intimately. 

Q.—Are you acjuainted with Charles B. Par- 
well, o defendant iu this suit; if so, how tong 
have you known bin, and how well? A.—I hawe 
known him since October, 1500. When he first 
cams here, he was a teller in George Smitla’s 
bank, and that is among the first acquaintances 
I made here in 1850. 

Q.—How intimate have you been with him in 
that time? A.—Well, more or less intimats— 
as inuumate with him as I have been with aoy- 
body. 

Q.—Have you met him much or little since 
1850?" A.—Well, from 1853 or 1854, up to 1861, I 
met him very frequently. <A period of six or 
seven years since tien | have not seen much of 
Luim, 

Q.—He was then County Clerk, was he not? 
A.—He was first a teller or receiver. 

Q.—No: from 1854 to1860? A.—Well, I don’t 
recollect. Mv first acquaintance with him was 
as a teller in George Smith’s bank. He left that, 
and afterwards was Coupty Clerk, 

Q.—Duriog what period was he Countv Clegk ? 
A.—My impression 1s be was Couaty Clerk for 
about eight years. 

Q.—From what time to what time? A,—lI 
dou’t koow. 

Q@.—Do you remember he was County Clark 
from 1853 until after 1860 ? A.—During the period 
that I knew him pretty well be was County 
Cierk—during that time. My impression is that 
he was County Cierk for eicht years. 

\.—You sey yon met him quite frequently at 
that time. At what place or places would you 
most frequently meet him during that periad? 
A.—I mei him everywaere,—on the streets and in 
club-rooms. 

Q.—When vou say ‘club-rooms,” do you or 
not mean places where gamoling is going om? 
A.—Yes, sir. That is generally, what those sort 
of places are designated by. That is a genteel 
name for gambling-houses. 

Q.—You don’t mean by that the Chicago Club ? 
A.—Well. they aro all Chicago Clubs, I sup- 
pose. They are peculiar institutions. 

@.— During the period mentioned, how often 
during the week conld you meet Mr. Farwell in 
these gaming rooma?’ <A.—These facts thaé I 
ain stating vow,—the time that bas elapsed has 
been so great that I cannot fix anything very 
definitely—it is more than tien or twelve years— 
my general recollection of these things is pretty 
good, but Icould not swear very definitely to 
auything. 

Q .—Just answer according to your best recol- 
lection—new how often during tae week? A.— 
Sometimes I would meet him every day for two, 
or three, or four days of a week, and then probe- 
oly I would not see bim for three or four weeks. 
, Q.—But I mean how often at the gaming- 
houses? A.—That 1s what I say; sometimes 
daily for three or four days in one week, and 
then probabiy a week or ten days would elapse 
and I would not see him during that time. 

Q.— During the periods that you would not see 

im io that time, would you yourself have been 
at}the gaming-houses? A.—I cannot recollect. 

—What would you say was Mr. Charles B. 
arwell’s business during this time? A.—He 
as Officially the County Clerk here. After his 

time expired as Clerk, I do not know any busi- 
néss that he was engaged in until be went into 
partuership with his brother, John V. Farwell, 
vaough he may have been engaged. 

Q.—How much of his time while he was 
County Clerk did he give to bis ollice, and bow 
much to gaming? A.—That is a question thag I 
could not answer. I do not snow avything about 
He might have been gamb.ing forty-eighs 


about it. I understand those fellovs used to 
have pretty long sessions. 

Q.--Whai do you mean by those fellows? A.— 
I understand that Charley, whenever he would 
get * stuck,” was a pretty good sitter.

Q.—When he was winner how was it? A.— 
When he was wiuner, it was not so hard for him 
to quit.

Q.—Do you know a man of the name of Jor- 
dan? A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—What sort of a feliow ishe? A.—I never 
knew anything of him except in connection with 
his card-playiug. 

Q.— What was bis reputation among sportin 
men for dexterity io handling cards ? A Weil. 
his reputation, as nearasIcan get at it, was 
that he wae a fellow that was always looking for 
advantages, but be wasn’t smart enough always 
to get them. . 

Q.—Did these men, Jordan and Lombard, vie- 
it the same establisoments that Farwell did or 
not? A.—Yes; this man Jordan I bave very 
frequently seen playing cards in & party in 
which Farwell was one of the company. I can- 
not cali to mind any ope particular time now at 
this distance of time, of ever having seen Jule 
Lombard play, though I have frequently seen 
him in these places, just as you often see out- 
siders coming in and looking on. 

Q.—Do you know whether Farwell and Lom- 
bard were acquainted? A.—I presume they 
were, of course. 

Q.—Do you know whether they plaved to- 
gether?

Q.—Whev I speak of the private parties, I 
mean when Farwell and bis friends would piay 
together, how were he and his friends brought 
togetuer, was it by accideut or by appointment ? 
A.—I could not state how they have been 
brought together ; I don’t know, 

Q.—Do you know whether any of the entertain- 
ments in which Mr. Farwell participated were 
brought together by notes from auybody, or by 
appointments made by anybody? A.—l don't 
kuow. Sometimes one aud somotimes another 
would say, *‘ Why, here. [{ think there are a party 
of these gentlemen playing at such and such a 
piace. Suopose we go and see, and see what is 
yoing on.” Sometimes a notice would bo gives 
by one and sometimes bv another. 

Q.—Wero stiungere from the ontside towns, 


cities, and villages ever admitted to there enter- | 


tainments ? A.—QOh, yes, sir, as old Buttertield 
says ** Tnese gambliug places sre lke the gates 
of heli—they are always open.” 

Q.-—Were there ever any entertainments got- 
ten up especially for the benetit of outsiders ? 
A.—1l have no doubt there were. 

Q.—Do you know of any? A.—No, I do not; 
that is { don’t know of my personal knowledge 
more than what I have heard. I know from 
hearsay. p 

Q.—Have you ever played with Mr. Farwell ? 
A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—Have you ever played with Mr. Maher ? 
A.—Yes, sir. 

Q.—-Separately ? or in the same game, or how ? 
A.—With Maber I have played games of seven- 
up or euchre. 

Q.—I am not asking you what you played. I 
waut to know whether vou plaved with Farwell 
and Maher or not, together?

A.—I nover saw him give his 
note, but I know, as well as I koow anything, 
that i never have seen that he has given it. 

Q.— Have you ever given your note to Farwell ? 
A.—I did on one occasion. 

Q.—What was this notefor? A.—It was fora 

gambling bill. 


Q.—How much was it? A.—Well, it was in 
the neighborhood of $300,—either something a 
little over that or something under it,—I don’t 
recollect the amount,—it was in that neighbor- 
hood.

What he wants is people who will work for litile. 
Such people cannot be marvels of domestic 
ekill, or thev Would obtain good terms in cities, 
where, by the war, actors are better paid than 
any class of people under the sun. An inielli- 
gent actor can command a salary beside which 
mombers of other professions are utterly under- 
paid. Business men, professional men, and 
even the most reckless speculators, pay their 
employes about one-half what actorscan get 
f-om manegers. We are gradual y obtaining in 
the cities @ hicber order of intelligence, a better 
eulture, aud a worthier standard than we used to 
lave, aud the salaries paid such peopie are not 
too high for their deserts and expenses. But 
hi:herto good salaries have been paid to men of 
no education or even ordinary inielli- 
gence.

THE MANER-FARWELL CASE 

The public have doubtless observed with some 
interest the movements made from time to time 
in the Circuit Court of Cook County i:: the case 
of Hugh Meher vs. C. B. Farwell, respecting the 
ownership of eighty acres of land near River- 
side, which the plaintiff, Maber, alleges was ob- 
tained from him by Farwell in settlement of a 
gambling debt. In Mr. Mahers bili of 
complamt he alleges as a reason for 
bringing the suit that the game. at 
which he and Farwell were playing was 
won ‘by fraudulent tricks and devices "—that 
is, by cheating atcards. In the estimation of 
the fraternity it is deemed dishonorable to bring 
suit for the purpose of recovering money or 
property lost in gambling. In the eye of the 
law, however, and of modern society, all 
gambling is fraudu’ent, aud it makes no differ- 
ence whether Hugh Maber’s iand was wou 
at poker or by cheating at poker. Mr. 
Maher’s case is made out when he es- 
tablishes thet it was procured from him 
in satisfaction of ® gambling-debt. The rights 
of the present owner of the land (which has 
changed hands two or three times since it came 
into Farwell’s possession) are to be determined, 
however, by a crose-bill, which has been filed in 
the case, and by the principies of law applicable 
to innocent purchasers not having notice of the 
mature of the transaction between Maher ani 
Farwell , 


A motion was made yesterday before Judge 
Wiliams to unseal the depositions which have 
been taken in the case thus far. The motion 
was made by Mr. Perkins, the present owner of 
the land. The Judge made the order to open 
and makes them a part 
of the public records. He remarked that 
this suit had been commenced and set 
for trial at a time when it had no political! 
bearing, and that if political complications had 
since arisen it was a matier with which the Court 
had no concern, and which could not be allowed 
to interfere with the judicial procedure usual 
in stich cases. 

Tue depositions in the case are voluminous 
enough to filla large book. They relate prin- 
cipally to gambling scenes which transpired 
in various “ club-houses™ some twelve years 
ago, when the land in controversy was trans- 
ferred from Mahberto Farwell, and from Far- 
well to the heirs of George Truseell, 9 well- 
known gambler, who was subsequently shot by 
his mistress. The phrase “ club-house” is the 
fashionable name for s gambling hell. We 
bave extracted trom the batch of testimony

One witness, F. B. Marshall, testifies 
that he saw Farwell cheating in the game with 
the holp of ‘‘ Jule” Lumbard, and that he once 
sued Farwell and a man named Robbins for 
movey lost, as be believed, by cheating, 
and received from Farwell $1,000 in the 
way of settlement. This witness now sends 
us a letter, saying that it was not 
Farwell, but Robbins, that be sued. 
was Robbins, and not Farwell and Robbins, that 
he sued, it seems strauge that Mr. Marshall, 


upon being interrogated by another person as 


late as the vear 1870 as to that suit, sbould have 
gone to Farwell and askod him whet answer he 
should give to this inquisitive person. It is 
strange, also, that Mr. Marshall should have 
received notice from Mr. C. P. Bradley, then 
Chief of Police, that if he did not settle up the 
Farwell suit he (Bradley) would send bim tothe 
Penitentiary. 

As we have been repeatedly urged to suppress 
this testimony for the sake of Mr. Farwell’s 
family, we take occasion to remark that Mr. Far- 
well’s family is as respectable as any family in the 
worid, and that 00 buman being can be disgraced 
by any act but his own. We would gladly have 
suppressed this testimony, however, if it did not 
possess immediate and grave public interes: 
in the fact that Mr. Farwell insists upon being a 
candidate for Congress in one of the city dia- 
tricts, and appears to have the party ma- 
chinery 80 completely in lis hands that he cao 
do about what he likes with it. It is hardly fair 
io expect thar judicial proceedings shail be sup- 
pressed in the newspapers in order that a person 
with a bad. record may be the betier able 
‘to bhoodwink the voters of his district. 
We do not know What view the voters of Mr. 
Farwell’s district may take of bis record. If 
they think that it constitutes no objection in a 
Congressman, they have a right to have him for 
their Representative. They will admit, however, 
after reading this testimony, that it is a very mild 
definition of Mr. Farwell to say that he is an un- 
scrupuious man. If they wish to have aa un- 
scrupulous man for their Representative, they 
havearighttobim. When Mr. Farwell is re-elect- 
ed to Congress even the effete monarchies of 
Europe will pe compelled to acknowledge the 
fact that this is a free country. 

We suspect that the relations between the 
present Chief of Police and the gambling fra- 
ternity are substantially the same as those be- 
tween C. P. Bradley and the same tribe im his 
time. This is a matter in which the public have a 
deep interest, apart from Mr. Farwell’s candi- 
dacy for Congress. We know that gimbling 
was never carried on in a more uxblushing. 
bigh-handed, and desperate manner than it now 
is. One of the witnesses in this suit quotes a 
remark of Justin Butterfield, which aptly de- 
scribes the situation of Chicago at the present 
time. ‘This witness was asked whether strang- 
ers from outaide the city were admitted to the 
so-called club-bouses. ‘“O, yes,’ be replied, 
‘‘as old Butterfield said: ‘Gambling-houses are 
like the gates of hell—they are always open.’” 


FITCH—SHERMAN—PURCELL. 

The recent Fitch-Sherman wedding was, ix 
many respects, a notable, perhaps a represent- 
ative, oue. It combined more flowers, jewels. 
gorgeous toilets, gold and silver ornaments, 
blazing candles, artistic music, and general by- 
meneal embroidery and ornamentation than 
ordinary youths aud maidens can ever hope to 
compass. Hymen’s torch has hardly ever shone 
upon @ more glittering spectacie, and Cupid 
never before wore so many spangles or sho such 
golden arrows in these ere United States. Mar- 
riage bells never rang a louder or more joy- 
ful peal The orange blossoms never ex- 
haled their perfume or drooped their petals upon 
agayer scene. There was one feature, however, 
connected with it more remarkable than the 
gilding, the flowers, the violets, and the genera!

THE COMING CHRISTIAN. 

He will be a better man than his predecessor 
was under the same circumstances. JHe will 
give more attention to bis conduct, which has 
been well described as three-fourths of life, than 
to his speculative opinions, which get more time 
than they deserve if they engross the remaining 
one-fourth. If from no other motive thau the 
one which ivvariably governs beneficent reac- 
tions, the coming Christian will feel obliged to 
elevate old-fashioned morality, even if it is the 
morality of the heathen sages, at the risk of 
depressing the theology of Christian meta- 
physicians. Like al! meat and good reformers, 
he will resolve that thangs shall be changed, 
even if some things should have to be sacrificed. 
Luther bemoaned the necessity of leaving be- 
hind some valuable elements of conservatism 
when he broke with Rome. His wife startled 
him ome day by asking what had become 
of the devotional ardor they used to enjoy in 
the old Church. The prayers had fallen 
off, avd their piety had waxed cold. Bat 
these are the phenomena of religious progress, 
we presume, and the coming Christian must take 
his share of them. His new departure, how- 
ever, so far from imperiling any religious daty 
or spiritual exercise that he holds dear, will only 
make them more precious, because more satis- 
factory. His reform isin the direction of re- 
ligions duty and moral fidelity. He drops from 
the cloudiand of incompreheusipie polemics to 
the hard-pau of common sense and coumnon life. 
He wi!) avoid the rock upon whieh his predecss- 
gor split, and put the mora! obligation upon the 
motive of self-respect, and the highest interest 
to both the individual and the community, rather 
than upon the horror of something inconceiv- 
adie that is going to happen to us in the next 
world if we do not graduate in metaphysical 
theology in this. He will repudiate tie “ re- 
ligion of vulgar hope and fear,” and substitute 
the religion of unselfish obligation. He will be 
more anxious to make this state of existence 
comfortable than to make the next iaacceasible. 
He will go about doiog good, and being good 
in his ordinary avocations, instead of contenting 
himself with the pulmonary Christianity of the 
pulpit, or the fulminary supplicatious of the 
crusaders. | 

But while he will steer clear of the Charybdia 
of systematic theology ou one hand, he will on 
the other keep a sharp lookout for the Seylla of 
social gush. He will insist upon the common 
law of the Ubri.tian constitution, which requires 
the minister of an undefiled relicion to be the 
husband of only one wife. He will see nothing 
in Christian morals to warranta man in baving 
as many wives as he “loves,” provided he does 
not marry them! He will make an equal distri- 
bution of his wrath between the male and the 
fermale offender. 

The comiug Christian will be temperate in al) 
things, and abstain from those things which do 
not agree with him, whether meats or drink, forma 
of worehip or articles of faith. He will have no 
fanaticiems, whether exegetical or social. {t will 
not be necessary for him to find chapter and 
verse for his virtues before feeling their obliga- 
tion, or to pledge himself to total abstinence 
in order to prevent his giving way to excess. He 
will be moderate in his promises, lest he should 
come short in his performances. He will keep 
all points of his fortress equally well defended, 
lest, im concentrating his vigilance upon one, 
the enemy fini ail the rest oxposed. He will in- 
dulge sparingly in ice water, and not atall in 
whisky, asa beverage, but may imbibe mod- 
erately of good lager, seeing that it quenches the 
thirst, promotes brawn, and arrests the tendency 
to American attenuation. He will use, as not 
abusing the enjoyments of life, resorting to the 
theatre for his diversion, and the church for his 
| consolation, insisting that the methods of 
“drawing” shall be legitimate in both places. 
He will follow his master to the social fes- 
tivities, and follow his example whilé there, 
rising superior to its temptations, partaking ra- 
tionally of its ‘best wine,” and retiring ata

THE ENGLISH CHURCH. 

By a rather singular coincidence there appeared 
in twoof the leading English periodicals, publiab- 
ed at about tae same time, two articles bearing on 
One of 


them was from the pep of Mr. Greg. The other 


| was a contribution on the state of the Cnurch, 


and appeared in the London Quarterly Levew. 
Both articles are very able, and yet the one 
would seem to enturely refute the other. In the 
former Mr. Greg shows, or attempts to show, 
that the thinkers and skilled artisans are gradu- 


ally separating themselves from the Estab- 


lished Church, rejecting, as he says, the 
nation’s creed. From this, if it wore true, 
it would follow that the Church was 
losing ite hold on the people of England. 
Statistics bear witness, as the writer of the ar- 
ticle in the Quarterly shows, to the contrary. 
They demonstrate, indeed, that the English 
Cburch is now more efficient, stronger in num- 
bers and in wealth, than ever before. It is do- 
ing more for the cause of philanthropy and edu- 
cation now than twenty years ago; and, twenty 
yeara ago, it was doing more than twenty years 
previous. In the face of the figures produced 
by the Quarterly, we must take the conclusions 
at which Mr. Greg arrives with many grains of 
allowance. 

About the beginning of this century there 
were in Englaud only 10,300 clergy. There 
were, on the other hand, 10,600 parishes, 
thus leaving 300 parishes in which no 
clergyman was established. There may have 
been more parishes than this without a clergy- 
man, as in some of the 10,600 parishes there was 
more than one clergyman. The remuneration of 
ihe clergy at that time was very poor.~ Of the 
10.300 benefices there were 5,555, or mure than 
than one-half, with less than £50 per annum 
Some of them were worth only £30. One-half 
of them had no parsonage houses. There were 
towns of 40,000 iohabicants:- in which only one 
clergyman was settled. The charches and ser- 
vices were alike dreary. Communious were few. 
Of communicants there were scarcely any. Since 
1830, all this has been changing, and changing 
for the better. The following figures show the 
number of churches consecrated during the 
decades of years set opposite to them :

The most remarkable thing about ali this 
church-building ia that it was nearly all accom- 
plisned by vulantary contributions. Since 1831, 
the number of habitable parsonage-houses has 
1isen from 5,900 to 11,000. At thas time, of 
5,230 assistant curates, 4,224 were emplayed by 
non-resident incumbents. Comparing the total 
number of churches in England with the pum- 
ber built in this century alone, we are astonished 
to find that since 1800 one-third of all the 
churches have been built. Numerous other 
churches hays been repaired. It is esati- 
mated that the dustaen’ erected this cen- 
tury by the Established Church of En- 
gland bave cost £18,000,000. Twonty-six train- 
ing colleges for teachers have beea founded. 
One of these bas cost £60,000, and another £70,- 
000. The sum of £3,585,164 has been subscribed 
for the building of Church of England schools 
between 1839 and 1872. In 1871, there were 
20,694 clergymen, against 10,307 m 1801. A 
much larger proportion of laymen with private 
means euter the ranks of the ciergy now than 
formerly. There does not seem w be much 
ground for the current report that the graduates 
of the universities do not seek orde:s. In 1872, 
the number of ordinations was 630. Of these, 
all cave twenty-six were graduates either of the 
universities, of the King’s College, London, or 
of the theological colleges, but as many as 457 
were from the ancient universities. In view of 
these facts, we think there need be no present 
alarm about the existence of tae English Church. 


THE COLLAPSE OF THE RADICAL CLUB. 
The mighty have fallen. The Boston Radical 
Club, about which so much has been said, and 


preached, and written, has goveto pieces. Emer- |} 


son, Bartol, Alcott, Wasson, Higginson, and 
Weiss were ite founders. The firat soon with- 
drew. Hedisliked the publicity that the ad- 
mission of reporters gave to the meetings. The 
others stayea seven years before the end camg. 
If Boston correspondence is to be relied upon, 
the end was the result of theology. The bias of 
the club was strongly religious. Nearly all its 
leaders had been ministers. The result was that 
liberal theology waa liberally dispensed. Whas- 
ever subject was discussed was twisted into a 
religious problem. One of the favorite ques- 
tions was: ‘“‘What was the exacts amount 
of imperfection in the human nature 
of Jesus?” Attempts to discuss maitors of 
grave social or scientific import were frowned 
upon. They were too practical. It is wickedly 
hinted that they were, moreover, too hard of 
comprehension, inasmuch as they demanded a 
knowledge of facts, and the Radical Club pre- 
ferred abstractions. One discussion on the Dar- 
winian theory showed a painful iguorance. At 
a later meeting, an able paper was read on Dar- 
win. The usual argament flagged. Nobody 
seemed ready to speak, until somebody asked 
what were Darwin’s views of the Deity. This 
opened the floodgates. The Club said its pretty 
theological phrases all over again with gusto. 
Such narrowness killedit. The brilliant and witty 
talk of Higginson, and Weiss, and others, could 
not save it. The Club membership was too much 
of the same pattern. Their dreams all lay in 
the same direction. It is so easy to sneculate 
about the Unknowable, and so difficult to fully 
comprehend and expltin the Knowable, that 
misty imagining is apt to pass for thought in all 
such associations. 

The Chicago Philosephical Society may take-a 
hint from the fate of the Radical Club. The 
exercises of our home organization, last winter, 
were apt to consist af desperate grapples with 
big themes by comparatively littie men. The 
Society seems to have fallen into the vulgar

THE MEDIUM HOME RIVALED. 

According to Mr. Godwin, in bis *‘ History of 
the Necromancers,” it was a common practice at 
the time he wrote (fifty years ego) for jugglers 
in the market-places of the English towns to 
make the scales of a balance move at command, 
alternately ascending and descending. 

THE ORDEAL OF FIRE. 

Much stress bas been laid by the advocates of 
Spiritualism upoa the ability of the medium 
Home to bandie live coals without injury or 
‘showing ascar. He hag been seen to put red- 
hot coais on his head, and the hair was not 
singed. The ‘fire ordeal” is a very old 
and familiar one to necromancers. One of 
‘the most ancient feats of magic was the 
‘art of breathing flame. Durivg the insur- 
rection of the slaves in Sicily in the second 
century before Christ, a Syrian named Eunus 
acquired by his kuowledge the rauk of their 
Jeader. in order to establish his influence over 
‘their minds, he pretended to possess miraculons 
power. When Le wished to inspire his followers 
‘with courage, he breathed flames or sparks 
smong them from his mouth. At the same time 
he was rousing them by his eloquence. St. 
éerome informs us that the Rabbi Burchochebes, 
who headed the Jews in their last revolt against 
the Emperor Adrian, made them believe that he 
was the Messiah by vomiting flames from his 
mouth. And, ata later period, the Emperor 
Onnstentius was thrown into astate of alarm 
when Valentinian informed him that he had seen 
ome of the body ds breathing out fire and 
fares. Sir David Brewsier, who quotes these in- 
stances in his interesting ‘‘ Letters on Natural 
Magic,” was not able to explain the exact meth- 
ceils by which these effects were produced; but 
be said Florus informs us that Eunus filled a 
perforated nut-shell with sulphur and fire, and, 
having concesied it in hi# mouth, be breathed 
gentiy through if while he was speaking. Tuais 
ttt is performed more simply by the modern jug- 
giar. Having rolled together some flax or 
hesap #0 as to form a ball the size of a walnut, 
he sets it on fire and allows it to burn until it is 
marly consumed, He then roiis round it while 
burning some additional flax, and by these means 
the fire may be retained for a considerabie time. 
Authe commencement .of his exhibition he in- 
traoduces the ball into his mouth, and while he 
bremthes through it the fire is revived aod a 
number of buraing sparks are projected from 
his mouth.

Was not this 
trick as remarkable as the producing of * Katie 
King” from a dark cabinet ? 

BODIES HEAVY AND LIGHT AT WILL. 

Houdin was emmoyed by the French Govern- 
ment to go to Algeria ona novel mission. The 
Marabout priests exercised great influence over 
the natives, because they were able to perform 
certain feats of jugglery, which they pretended 
proved their divine power. These Marabouts 
were enemies of the French, aud encouraged 
turbulence among the Arabs. The Government 
thougiat that it mghbt be a good stroke of policy 
to gend Hondin througa tbe colony per- 
forming bis miracles, and demonstrating 
to the natives that a French sorcerer 
was greater than an Arab sorcerer. Ac- 
cordmgly Houdin appeared before large 
audiences, beginuing in the City of Algeria. At 


| the tiret of these performances he introduced a 


box which became heavy or hght at his order’ 
This box was brought by him to the footiights, 
and, while holding it in his hands, he geciared 
io his hearers that he possessed the power 
to deprive the most powerful! man of lus strengh 
and restore it at will, He invited any one who 
thought bimself strong enough to come on the 
stage. An Arab of middie height, but we!l 
built and muscular, came to his _ side 
with great aasurance. ** Are 
strong?” asked Hondin, measuring him 
from head to foot. ‘Ob, vas,” he replied, care- 
lessty. ** Ave you sure that vou will always re- 
main so?” ** Quite sure.” ** You are mistaken,” 
said Hondin, *‘ for in an instant | will rob you of 
your strength, and you shall become as a little 
child.” The Arab smiled disdainfally. -Houdiu 
told him to lift the box. He stooped and lifted 
it witbont any effort, and said coldly, ** ls that 
all?” With an imposing gesture Houdin sol- 
emnly pronounced the words, “Behold, you are 
weaker than a woman; now lift the box.” The 
young Hercules grabbed the box quite confidently, 
but, to his amazement, it would not budge. He 
attacked it vigoronely over and over again, while 
his countrymen sat looking on in silent wonder, 
but it resisted. He vainly expended on this 
box @ strengh which would have raised an enor- 
mous weight, until at length, panting, exhaust- 
ed, and red with anger, he buried bis face in his 
burnous and retired from the stage. Houdiu 
does not explain the secret of this strange trick 
by which he made bodies heavy or light at will, 
aud without apparently touching them, but it 
was a favorite of his, and often exhibited to his 
fashionable Parisian audiences. 
THE MYSPERIOUS DISAPPEARANCE, 

At the same exibition in Algeria, of which 
we bave written, Houdin invited one of the au- 
dience to eome on the stage. A young Moor, 
about 20 years of age. tall, well-built, and richlv- 
dressed, advanced. There wasa plain table on 
the stage (the space between the top and the 
floor being unmistakablv open), which Houdin 
asked him to mount. When he did so Heudin 
eovered him with an enormous cloth cone, and, 
insiantly removing it, the Moor was gone. This 
trick produced a panic in the audience. Scream- 
ing, * Itis the Fvil One!” they clambered over 
the benchee in wild terror, and rushed out the 
door into the street, where, in the public place, 
rubbing his eyes m stupefaction aud wondering 


_how he got there, they found the young Moor. 


INVULNEBABILITY. 

While in the mterior, Houdin gave an open-air 
exhibition to tbe wild sons of the desart. He 
pretended that he was invulnerable, and offered 
to let a Marabout sheot at him. There was a 
great crowd, and a vindictive-looking féllow 
came out from it and claimed to have the honor 
of killing the hated Frenchman. The pistols 
were handed te Hovdim, who ealled attention to 
the fact that the vente were clear. The Mara- 
bout put in a fair charge of powder, and drove 
the wad home. Among the bullets produced, 
Heudiu chose one which he openiy put im the 
pistol, and it was also rammed down. By the 
same process the second pistol was loaded. 
Everybody watched with the) most profonnd 
solemuity. Hondin posted Himself 15 paces 
from the Marabout without evincing the 
slightest emotion. ‘he Marabout immediately 
seized one of the pistols, and, on Houdin’s giving 
the signal, took a deliberate aim at him. the 
pisto! went off, and the bel! appeared between the 
magician’s teeth.

My first desire, on reaching London, was to 
visit the world-renowned Tower. The immense 
pile stands on the eastern extremity of the ciiy, 
and is wonderfully imposing,—not for ite archi- 
tectural beauty, for it has none, but for its 
gloomy, solemn solidity,—every stone seeming 
to frown deiiance to chance and time. It ap- 
pears to have becn built to last forever. Cam- 
menced more than eight centuries ago, by Will- 
iam the Conqueror, it gradually increased in 
strength and importance, until its name became 
familiar throughout the civilized world. 

For centuries it was the abode of Rovalty, and 
the Kings ard Queens of England not only found 
shelter within its vealls in time of war, but homes 
of luxurv and magnificence in time of peace. 

In process of time, it became a prison as well 
asapalace; and, if the dumb stones could be 
made to spesk, we should shudder at the blood- 
curdling secrets they would reveal. Among the 
uvhappy victims who have perisbed here, mostly 
at the hands of the headaman, we recal! the 
names of Ledy Jane Grey, Catherine Howard, 
Anne Boleyn, Sir Walter Raleigh, King John of 
France, William Wallace, Lord William [ussell, 
the Countess of Salisbury, Sir Thomas More, 
audawhole army of other unfortunates, con- 
spicuous ‘or'their erimes or their virtues, their 
misfortunes cir their intrigues. ~ 

THE IMMENSE STRUCTURE 

covers an area Of 12 acres, and within this epace 
numeroas sepirate buildings bave been erected, 
including the Barracks; White Tower; St. 
Peter's Towet, Bloody Lower, in which the

HOTEL-INCIDEVT IN THR RIVIERA. 


From Chambers’ Journal, 

No one who bas scjourned fora while in the 
Riviera is surprised at the crowds of foreigners 
that are collected from all parts of Europe into 
its various nooks amd retreats. We English go 
there to escape mist and fog; the Russians, to 
avoid extreme cold ; the invalid Germans, to put 
a barrier between themselves and the withering 
east wind. Some again visit it for other than 
sanitary reasons. Movaco, with its gambling at- 
tractions, entices and deiains some, and the mere 
enjoyment of a climate luxurious even in winter 
invites many more. 

We—thbat is, my wife and myself—were enjoy- 
ing @ few weeks at ome of the large hotels that 
are so numerously dotted along this coast. It 
might have been at Hyeres, Caunes, or Nice, at 
Monaco or Mentone, Bordighera or San Remo, 
Savona or Pegli; or @ might have been at no 
one of all these. 

We bad been staying'—it is sufficient to say— 
at the Hotel du Bon Vivant about a week, when 
there appeared at the table d’hote a very striking 
peftsonage. As soon ati dinner was over, my wifs 
found herself (by acuident) near the visitors’ 
book, and discevered that the new arrival had 
entered tumself asthe Baron Monteggiaua-Tav- 
ernelle. We were chiefly English as the hotel, 
there was no Italian there, and our acquaintance 
wiih the national Bueke was limited; so we 
easily accepted the thetry that this leagthy ap- 
pellation was one of the most aucient titles in 
the land.
